Of the City Against Dan Spry—Says 


New Decision May Upset Whole 


Business—Court House News. 


Judge W. D. James convened court 


this aftenroon and rendered a decis- 
ion in the case- of the city of Ports- 
moutb against Daniel R. Spry, known 
as the street assessment case.

THE NEW ENVELOPES. 


New Dyes Were Used and the Stamps 


Are a Little Smaller Than Usual. 
Some of the new stamped envelopes 


have been received in this city. 
The 


new envelopes were issued under the 
requirements of the new postal union 
convention, which went into effect on 
January 1st. • The one-cent envelopes 
are stamped in green, two-cent en- 
velopes in red, five-cent envelopes in 
dark blue, these colors conforming to 
those of the same denomination of 
current series' of ordinary adhesive 
stamps. The stamp on the four-cent 
envelopes is also changed from its 
former color, 
velvet brown to red 


brown, or copper-red. Entirely new 
dies are used in making all these 
envelopes, 
the 
heads - upon them 


being those of Washington, Franklin, 
Lincoln and Grant, respectively. The 
stamps are somewhat smaller than 
before, but the general designs are 
very similar to the old ones. 
A ma-, 


terial alteration of the water mark in 
the paper is also made, as shown by 
the following description. 
The new 


water mark, which is made up of 
double lines, consists of the large let- 
ters "U. S.," upon which are smaller 
ones, "P. O. D.," with figures "99" 
underneath. Since January Isd the 
color of the six-cent adhesive stamp 
of trfe ordinary series 
has 
been 


changed from light maroon to ma- 
genta.
